The Whack'em & Stack'em Chronicles: 
Response to a Reader 
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A reader writes: 

"I find your list of what are for the most part most likely incidents of legitimate police use of 
force to be offensive. You weren't there for any of these shootings. You generally smear the 
mainstream press for its reporting short-comings, but when it comes to this issue, you take 
the mainstream report as gospel. What a double-standard." 

Dear reader, 

You're right, I wasn't there. And for that reason, I've long since given up questioning the 
nature of state-sponsored homicides. When I read the media reports, they are all justified, 
according to police. (See: The Whack'em & Stack'em White Paper). 

When we read so-called "mainstream" (I hate that word) media reports about a police 
shooting/homicide, we can always count on two things: 1) someone was killed and 2) 
there's always a good reason. Facts are not double standards. 

Yes, it's true. Some people may find Sierra Times postings of Police shootings "offensive", 
as if we're the ones doing the shooting. All we have been doing is stringing various stories 
of blue homicides together from across the country. Strange, but the pattern of all these 
shootings alone isn't disturbing to many people at all. Since we love watching shows where 
guns rules, and there are always good guys and bad guys, why not simply celebrate this 
lethal part of our culture. After all, we don't want to 'offend' anyone. 

In this wonderful, free society in which we live, cops kill more folks here than in Russia or 
Cuba. There are more daily SWAT raids in the U.S. than in prewar Germany (complain, and 
they'll call you a fascist). But few people, if any, will bring out the matter publicly. 
Democrats push for more laws. Pro-Law Enforcement Republicans preach against them, but 
continually seek to pass laws to turn police forces into paramilitary organizations - in order 
to enforce the laws. 

I can see it now. Law enforcement officers will be reading this foaming with anger. "You 
don't understand". "We're just doing our job". "It's dangerous out there". "Not all cops kill 
people". 

Fine. Let's talk about that. 

Back on April 19, 1995, we were told that one person decided to drive a truck bomb up to 
the Alfred P. Murrah building in Oklahoma City killing 168 people. We were also told that 
this 'act' was in response to a multiple whack & stack that occurred two years prior in Mt. 
Carmel, Texas. Although only one other person was 'officially' connected (and others not 
even pursued), the media and the former administration whet on a national campaign of 
demonization. Not just at militia groups, but at an entire culture of America - gun activists, 
jury activists, sovereignty activists, and even conservative talk show hosts. What if the 
same tactics of demonization were used on law enforcement after the 168th death at their 
hands since April 19, 1995? 



Lot more than 168 since then. 


Yet, no one, including me, has attacked the entire law enforcement culture. Not all cops are 
bad cops. But we're not the only one seeing an alarming pattern in the U.S. And for God 
sakes - no one better dare talk about it, else you'll get branded with some label worse than 
a child molester. Not only can we see a pattern, but people are responding to it. Here's an 
example: 

For those who don't live the Los Angeles area, you miss the daily television interruptions of 
car chase scenes on any given freeway, at any given time. You would think that with 
everyone watching these car chases daily, knowing the 'escapee' always gets caught (due to 
Gulf War-type air support), driving away from the LAPD is pointless. So why does it 
continue? 

We've heard several people on television and in court say, after finally getting caught, "I 
was driving around because I didn't want to die." You see, that's what a number of people 
(even some with NO prior criminal record) think of their local police force. It's better to 
make a run for it, maybe to make sure witnesses are present, than get caught. Not to 
mention the 'three strikes and you're out' rule. After strike two, what should motivate 
anyone to surrender, or for that matter - be shot? We at Sierra Times did not cause this 
problem either. 

Often we see groups complaining to their elected officials about excessive force by police. 

We hear constant wailing about how police don't respect the Constitutional rights of citizens. 
These days, simply a mention of the word 'Constitution' can have a vocal activist placed on 
a list as "hostile" whenever a cop punches their name into a computer. And those are only 
the live ones. Dead ones can't complain. But police chiefs around the country lobby for (and 
in many cases get) more guns, tanks, choppers, high technology, more laws to enforce, and 
more justifiable reasons to kill people. These days, their newest line of lethal tools aren't 
even sexy enough to make news. You see, the police have to have these 'tools' to deal with 
the falling crime rate, and that ever savvy criminal element out there. Since we figure, 

"well, they're not talking about me", no one really has a problem. The police are on our 
side. 

There are police reading this now saying, Hey! I believe in the Constitution. I believe in the 
Bill of Rights. To those folks behind the badge, let me put this to you as gently as I can: 

Show me an officer who openly and vocally supports the Constitution and the Bill of Rights, 
and I'll show you an unemployed cop within a very short time. 

Ask Jack McLamb - a Phoenix officer with a spotless record who simply spoke out against a 
bad law that was unconstitutional. He was thrown out of the Fraternal Order in short order. 

Ask Richard Mack - a former Arizona Sheriff with a clean record that fought the 
unconstitutional Brady Bill all the way to the Supreme Court and won. He can't buy a job in 
a cop shop now. 

Ask Lt. Jack Redfield - a local officer with the Klamath Police Department who dared to 
speak the truth (making no threats) at the Klamath Headgates for folks who just want 
water. He'll be lucky if he can ever be a cop again. It only took them a week. 



Ask ANY FBI whistleblower. 


But blow a woman's head off in Idaho and you get escorted to the U.S. Senate with honors 
by Diane Feinstein, and we'll demonize surviving members of the family. Put a shotgun 
round through an eleven year-old handcuffed child on the floor during a drug raid, and we'll 
have you back on the streets in a couple of weeks. Raid the wrong house and kill the 
occupant, don't worry. We'll just say "he was a felon" or "we thought there were drugs in 
the house", and it'll all go away. Gun down a man with 41 rounds, and the whole police 
department will be there to support you in court. Kill people trying to escape a burning 
building, and we'll just say they killed themselves. Give us a police report which no one in 
their right mind can accept on face value, and we'll design a new medical term - 'suicide by 
cop'. 

So, no matter what evidence is turned up later, after the next officer shoots someone, we 
can be sure there is a "good reason", and we should just get over it, and get on with our 
lives. It's just a few hotheads out there that like to hype stuff up in America just to get 
attention. 

There is not a problem in law enforcement that should be looked at until Los Angeles is 
burning on national television. 

Every shooting is justified until people began turning over cars and looting stores in 
downtown Cincinnati. 

The officer has a right to protect himself - until people begin shooting down police 
helicopters and pinning SWAT officers behind parked cars with gunfire in St. Petersburg, 
Florida. 

All shootings are justified until snipers begin shooting from public housing rooftops at Metro 
Police in Chicago's Cabrini Green. 

Each of these incidents HAVE happened in America. 

Many people became 'offended' and watched all that violence and destruction on television 
while watching political pundits say, "Violence never solves anything." 

So, can we assume these police agencies won't be needing all that lethal hardware and a 
'license to kill' based on these comments? 

All these incidents and many others happened due, in part, to the failure to address this 
issue. No one wants to talk about until it blows up in their faces. Of course, those are just 
examples of 'those crazy black folks going ape over one of their own getting whacked, or 
whatever'. Due to this craziness, police in some cites (such as Seattle) don't even bother 
making arrests in certain black areas for fear of an uprising. 

This only translates into 'open season' on white people. It's almost to the point that if a 
police officer shoots a white person (regardless of the reason), it is the duty of said white 
person to make sure their three last dying words are, "thank you, officer." You can't claim 
racism, bias, or even profiling. And too many of you own guns - that's always a good reason 
to be whacked.

If the Whack'em n Stack'em Chronicles 'offends' you, it is only because it forces us to look 
at ourselves in the mirror. Gee, a lot of people get killed by police in America. This is what 
our society has become.

Maybe that person's a 
felon. Maybe they were going for the cell phone. Maybe their pager went off. Maybe the gun 
went off by mistake. Maybe that person just wanted to die. Maybe that person was within 
the 21 foot rule.
